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Price for Dibble Area Is $161,270; 
Council Blocks Sale Pending Talks 


The price for the Dibble Recrea- 
tional Area wanted by Menlo Park 
as a civic center is $161,270. 


This price, set by War Assets Ad- 
ministration, was announced to 
Mayor Charles P. Burgess this week 
by Donn A. Biggs, associate deputy 
zone administrator. 

It includes $67,370 for 30.714 acres 
of land, $87,200 for structures and 
improvements, and $6,700 for four 
items to ‘be sold for their off-site 
use—an incinerator, a loading plat- 
form, 3,600 feet of spur track and 
a power line. 

“This figure is substantially 
more than we had expected,” Bur- 
gess commented, “although we 
must confess that it is a rather 
nominal fraction of the cost of 
reproducing these properties.” 

The city has already started ne- 
gotiations in an attempt to lower 
the appraisal price, and now is in 
the curious position of blocking sale 
of the property pending negotiatoins 
—after trying for 18 months tq push 
the sale through. (See “Your City’s 
Business” on Page 2.) 

This was done by passing a City 
Council resolution Tuesday night 


requiring War Assets Administra- | 


tion to hold up sale of, the property 
while the appraisal is being appeal- 
ed. The U. S. Senate has granted 
cities this power when ptoperty is 
to be disposed for use as parks and 
recreational purposes. 


Also, councilmen met with Robert

Las Lomitas 
To Ballot 
On Bond Issue 


Las Lomitas voters will be called 


upon to approve a $36,000 school 
bond issue at an election next 
month. 


The money will be used to finance 
construction of a second three-room 
addition to Las Lomitas School. 
Without the addition, schooi offic- 
ials say, double sessions will be nec- 
essary. 

Twelve classrooms will be needed 
next year, three more thah those 
available this year, Supt. Charies 
H. Niederhauser reported to the 
board Monday night. The resent 
nine classrooms are filled, inciud- 
ing the house on the Gallagher 
property purchased by the district 
a year and a half ago. 


Next year, the present enrollment 
of 320 will increase to a total of 
more than 400 pupils, Niederhauser 
estimated. He based his estimate on 
the probable normal increase and on 
a spot survey of home building he 
made three weeks ago. He said 
there are 71 new homes “hetween 
foundation and moving van.” 

Trustees voted unanimously for 
holding the bond election, and is- 
sued a statement pointing out that 
unforeseen expenses, such as pur- 
chase of the Gallagher property, had 
depleted the $130,000 worth of bonds 
voted by the district in 1946.

Neither Prohibition Nor Local Option 


A proposed law sure to be placed on the November ballot 
deals with the granting of liquor licenses. The brewers are 
busy complaining that if the law is passed it will turn the state 
back to ‘Prohibition with its attending boot-legging practices,’ 
but a careful reading of the proposed measure makes one con- 
clude that it is neither prohibition nor local option as has 
been rumored. 

If passed, the law would prohibit the State Board of Equal- 
ization from issuing, renewing or transferring a liquor license 
until the local governing body (city council or board of super- 
visors) has approved the move. There is now a wide spread 
complaint that the Board of Equalization ignores the protests 
of local communities as to the number of such licensed liquor 
places and their location within the district. 

The jurisdiction of the Board would not otherwise be alter- 
ed by the proposed law, and the Board could still refuse to 
issue a license in any case where the local governing body has 
approved it. This makes the law a very different matter from 


the usual “local option’’ which takes authority both as to is-| 


suance and denial of licenses. It will still be desirable to have 

a check on the tendency of some local authorities that would 

approve an undesirable and excessive number of licenses; the 

Board of Equalization can step in and veto such local action.

Then Stanford won over the 
County, and there followed a year of 
Stanford occupancy while Federal 
Public Housing Authority, which 
held title to the property, couldn’t 
get the details of the lease worked 
out. Finally this was done, and the 
recreation and utility area was de- 
clared excess to the needs of FPHA.

\67,781 Vehicles 
Owned In County 


Registration fees were paid on 
67,781 vehicles in San Mateo coun- 
ty during 1947, according to a report 
received from Edgar E. Lampton, 
state Director of Motor Vehicles. 

By types, this total included 58,- 
230 autos, 4,591 trucks, 653 motor- 
cycles and 4,307 trailers. 

It does not take into account var- 
ious state county, city and other 
types of fee-exempt vehicles which 
totaled 54,564 in the state as a whole 
last year. 

Total fee-paid registrations for 
the entire state were given as 3,879,- 
531, an all-time high, as compared 
with 3,442,051 for 1946 the previous 
record year, and 3,163394 for 1941, 
the record pre-war year. 

Of the fee-exempt vehicles, the 
State registered 10,425, counties 14,-
